barrel! factory, J, Graham '& Co. 'a silk 
factory and several houses adjoining it 
on the south, J. Walker's charcoal fae- 
iory north of thirty fifth street, and a 
block of frame houses on Tenth' ave- 
nuo, between Thirty-fifth and Thirty. 
sixth, 
A stoarn firo engine was burned, 


tho firemen being unable to rescue it. 
Tho fire originated through the c»ro- 
lossnos of Nicholas Monk, varnish 
rubber, who was heating aome varnish 
over a Btovc. 
While his back was 


turned it got ablaze, and tho flames 
spread liko & flash. 
He fled at once 


For his life, giving the alarm as he ran; 
but tho windows being open tho flumoc 
swept through the building, feeding on 
fresh fuel at every stop. It is supposed 
about two hundred mun were employed 
in tho building at the time; On the 
seventh floor wore twenty-six ; on (ho 
fourth floor thirty-one ; and on tho 
llf'tb, sixth and eighth and other floors 
about one hundred and fifty. It can 
:iot yot bo ascertained how many have 
been 
burned ia the building, -The 


liatohways in one corner woro open, 
and tho flames rushed to tho upper sto- 
ries as if through a flue. Several fire- 
uiou say that fr»m the window* of the 
upper story of tho 'factory men woro 
calling for ladders, "help, for God's 
sake," but that the ladders were no! 
long onough to roach them, and oven 
if they wore could not be placed in po 
sitiou owing to the intense heat, Some 
foil to tho pavom.-jnt. and others, si'tor 
wildly waving their arms, fell back into 
the burning mass behind them. 
Tho 


groat oight-story wall on Thirty«sixtn 
street fell almost without notice, anc 
how many are buried under it will noi 
bo known until tho debrin is moved. 


Tho 
wildest excitement prevailo< 


as the flames leaped 'to. adjoining build' 
ings, mninly tenement homes, and men 
women and children iod for their lives 
They saved nothing, and were fortunate 
to evon escape with their lives.

One workman, naniei 
Edward Buokuiustor, jumped from ai 
upper story window, and died in a few 
mouunts. A few other workmen, whos 
unmcs have not boon ascertained wcr 
seriously injured.
